It appeared to us by the Oath of Hugb 
Brown, who was one of the Perſons that made 
the Search in Mr. Fanning's Houſe : That 
Brown, with Six more of the Militia, did it 
by Vircue of a Warrant they had from the 
High-Conſtable ; who was required by War- 
rant, from two FJuftices of the Peace, to 
cauſe Search to be made for Arms in all ſuf- 
pected Places in that Barony ; Brown produ- 
ced and proved the High-Conſtable's Warrant 
for making ſuch Searches: And we take leave 
to obſerve to Your Excellencies, that it appear- 
ed to us by the Teſtimony of the High-She- 

riff, that the above-mention'd 'Order from the 
Jaftices of the Peace, to che High- Conſtable, 
was grounded on an Order from Your Excel- 
lencies in Council, dared the x4th of January, 
1715. Intimating, that the Pretender was land- 
ed in-North Britain, and requiring all Magiſtrates 

to ſecure the Arms of ſuſpected Perſons, G. 
Hugh Brown being asked by che Court why 
he ſearched Mr. Fanning's Houſe, anſwer'd, it 
was a common Report in the Country, that 
Mr. Fanning was a Perſon idiſaffected to the 
Government: That Joby Moor, James Young, 
and Daniel Carr, had frequently declared Mr.
